A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
''Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
oixumsvances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It s desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
sho-ild lc .»f\9d, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unle ss it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
r-ubitance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
pap^r recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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
